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PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 


Silk  for  Dental  Floss.— The  Joint  Par- 
liamentary Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of 
Supply  (Mr.  James  de  Rothschild)  stated 
on  May  15  that  raw  silk«was  now  available 
to  manufacturers  of  dental  floss. 

Scientific  Instruments. — The  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  (Mr.  Hugh  Dalton) 
said  on  May  15  that  the  scientific  instru- 
ments industry  had  been  greatly  expanded 
during  the  war,  and  ample  capacity  should 
become  available,  as  war  contracts  were 
reduced,  for  the  manufacture  of  apparatus 
for  peace-time  production.. 

Prices   .of    Deaf-aid    Appliances. — The 

President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  (Mr. 
Dalton),  in  answer  to  a  question  on  May  8, 
said  that  the  Central  Price  Regulation 
Committee  was  examining  the  matter  of 
prices  for  deaf-aid  appliances  in  consulta- 
tion with  an  Electro-acoustics  Committee 
recently  set  up  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council. 

Defence     Regulations     Revoked.  —  The 

Home  Secretary  (Mr.  Herbert  Morrison) 
announced  on  May  9  that  a  large  number 
of  Defence  Regulations  had  been  revoked.  A 
Bill  was  about  to  be  introduced  on  the  subject 
of  the  controls  required  to  ensure  the  best 
use  of  available  supplies  and  services  during 
the  transitional  period  until  the  end  of  the 
war  against  Japan.  This  would  give  the 
House  an  opportunity  for  discussion. 

Coal  By-products. — The  Minister  of  Fuel 
and  Power  (Major  Lloyd  George)  said  on 
May  8  that  the  quantity  of  crude  benzol 
obtained  from  coal  for  the  year  1944 
amounted  to  100,300,000  gall.  A  small 
amount  of  benzol  obtained  from  the  dis- 
tillation of  tar  was  not  included  in  that 
quantity.  Production  of  tar  for  the  same 
period  was  2,100,000  tons  or  approximately 
416,000,000  gall. 

Overseas  Markets  Information. — Mr.  A. 

Edwards  asked  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  on  May  15.  whether  he  would 
consider  forming  a  British  export  trade 
information  office,  by  using  intelligence 
officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Economic  War- 
fare and  his  own  Department,  from  which 
medium  and  small  businesses  could  obtain 
reliable  information  on  conditions  of  foreign 
markets  against  a  fee  for  each  inquiry. 
Mr.  Hugh  Dalton  :  No,  Sir.  The  Depart- 
ment of  Overseas  Trade  already  provides, 
free  of  charge,  a  wide  range  of  commercial 
intelligence.  That  Department  is  now 
issuing  reports  containing  the  latest  infor- 


mation on  commercial  conditions  in 
principal    overseas   markets.      Ten  si 
reports  have  already  been  published,  1 
further  reports  will  follow  shortly. 

Penicillin. — Mr.  Salt  asked  the  Li 
President  of  the  Council  on  May  15  whet 
he  was  aware  that  penicillin  was  now 
sale  at  every  drug-store  in  the  Uni 
States,  and  that  it  was  advertised  for  s 
there  as  freely  as  cosmetics.  He  inquij 
what  steps  it  was  proposed  to  take  to  ens 
that,  in  the  early  future,  facilities  w 
provided  in  Great  Britain  for  at  least 
partial  development  of  British  discovei 
and  inventions  such  as  penicillin.  1 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  (Sir  Jc 
Anderson),  who  replied,  said  it  would 
part  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Dep? 
ment  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Resea 
in  the  future  to  keep  watch,  with  the  h 
of  other  Departments  in  specialised  fie 
such  as  medicine,  for  promising  results 
British  research  which  merited  developnu, 
in  the  national  interest.

rring    rod.        The    British  Standards 
istitution   may  or  may  not  have  been 
ked  to  contribute  a  specification  for  the 
foresaid  pole ;   on  that  I  have  no  inf or- 
ation.   But  it  is  gratifying  to  learn,  first, 
iat  pharmacists  "possess  the  necessary 
chnical  skill  for  making  the  cream"  (or 
any  rate  did  possess  it  in  1941),  and 


secondly,  that  they  are  graciously  per- 
mitted to  keep  the  pails,  and  presumably 
the  poles,  "if  they  wish."  Duly  gilded  and 
inscribed,  these  pails  might  replace  carboys 
in  some  windows;  they  would  be  more 
novel  and  less  fragile.  Years  hence,  some 
of  them  might  fetch  enormous  sums  in 
auction  rooms,  establishing  records  even 
higher  than  those  set  up  by  pharmacy  jars 
and  pill-tiles.  As  curios  they  would  attract 
the  attention  of  antiquaries ;  dissertations 
on  them  would  be  printed  in  the  records  of 
learned  societies.  Curators  of  museums  would 
make  long  journeys  to  acquire  specimens, 
though  with  a  haunting  fear  of  "  fakes. " 

Keeping  Up  To  Date 

The  articles  in  your  last  week's  issue  on 
"F"  famine  food  and  the  proteins  (pp.  504, 
512)  are,  in  addition  to  their  intrinsic 
interest,  reminders  of  the  need  for  keeping 
as  well-informed  as  we  can  on  developments 
in  pure  and  applied  science.  To  those  who 
have  left  examinations  far  behind  this  is 
no  easy  matter.  For  an  instance,  let  us 
turn  to  physics  and  consider  the  structure 
of  the  atom.  Many  of  us,  after  scraping  an 
acquaintance  with  the  work  of  J.  J.  Thom- 
son, Rutherford  and  Bohr,  may  have  sup- 
posed that  we  could  settle  down  comfort- 
ably with  atoms  each  consisting  of  a  nucleus 
and  a  stated  number  of  electrons,  all  dili- 
gently engaged  in  their  daily  work.  But  we 
cannot.  In  "Science  Today"  (a  book 
referred  to  in  this  section  a  week  ago) 
Professor  A.  S.  Eve  discusses,  among  other 
topics,  "the  pastime  of  atom  building,"  as 
he  humorously  calls  it ;  eleven  years  ago, 
when  he  wrote  his  essay,  the  number  of 
"  fundamental  building  blocks"  in  the  atom 
was  six.  One  is  quite  prepared  to  learn  that 
by  1945  more  of  such  blocks  have  been 
added — we  know  what  is  happening  in 
vitamin  research.  That,  however,  is  only 
one  feature  of  the  study.  We  are  told  that 
the  Rutherford-Bohr  theory  of  the  atom 
has  of  late  been  recognised  as  only  an 
approximation  to  something  far  more 
subtle.  Some  of  the  concepts  arising  are, 
as  might  have  been  foreseen,  purely  mathe- 
matical and  "remote  from  all  the  ordinary 
things  of  life."  Jeans  writes:  "Most  of  the 
symbols  used  by  the  mathematical  physicist 
today  convey  no  physical  picture  to  his 
mind ;  he  .  .  .  cannot  tell  us  what  y> 
means  in  physics;  and  I  for  one  doubt  if 
he  will  ever  be  able  to  do  so."  It  thus 
appears  that  we  are  not  likely  to  overtake

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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Drug  Theft  by  Finding.— At  West  Ham, 
London,  police  court,  on  May  2,  James 
Nelson,  panel  beater,  74  Blythswood  Road, 
Goodmayes,  pleaded  guilty  to  stealing  by 
finding  ten  tins  of  ampoules,  twenty-one 
phials  of  ophthalmic  drugs,  a  phial  of 
cocaine  and  a  quantity  of  other  drugs,  the 
property  of  the  Air  Ministry.  James  Smith, 
rag  dealer,  55  Southern  Road,  Plaistow  (see 
C.  &>.  D.,  May  12,  p.  474),  pleaded  not 
guilty  to  receiving  the  drugs.  Evidence  was 
given  that  on  April  13.  police  officers  visited 
Smith's  premises,  after  receiving  certain 
information,  and  between  sacks  of  rags 
found  a  parcel  containing  the  property. 
Smith  said  it  had  been  left  there  for  a  friend 
of  his  whose  name  he  gave  as  Nelson.  The 
prosecution  stated  that  there  seemed  to  be 
evidence  that  Smith  was  not  aware  of  what 
was  in  the  parcel,  and  in  the  circumstances 
no  evidence  would  be  offered  against  him ; 
he  was  accordingly  discharged.  It  was  also 
stated  that  there  was  no  evidence  to  rebut 
Nelson's  story  that  he  was  guilty  of  stealing 
by  finding.  On  Nelson's  behalf  it  was  stated 
that  he  was  a  man  of  good  character.  He 
was  fined  £10,  with  ^3  3s.  costs,  or  the 
alternative  of  one  month's  imprisonment.

— A  study  of  American  ergot 
ye  and  ergot  of  wheat  has  been  made 
Schwarting  and  Hiner  ("Journal  of  the

XIV.  I.  1 1),  who  state  that  the  climatic 
ditions  prevalent  in  central  Ohio  favour 
natural  infection  of  rye,  wheat  and 
er  grasses.    Chemical   assay  methods 
icate  that  domestic  ergot  of  rye  and 
at  compare  favourably  with  Spanish 
Russian  samples,  and  that  ergot  of  rye 
lightly  higher  in  alkaloidal  content  than 
ot  of  wheat. 

'enicillin  with  Albumin. — Two  American 
-kers,  Chow  and.  MeKee,  quoted  in  the 
lancet"  (1945.  I.  314).  have  shown  that 
licillin  combined  with  the  albumin  of 
lan  serum  retains  its  antibiotic  activity, 
is  thus  unlike  the  sulphonamides.  The 
hicillin-albumin   mixture    can    be  pre- 
litated  in  50  per  cent,  alcohol  and  thus, 
led  from  unbound  penicillin,  it  dissolves. 


The  compound  can  then  be  re-dissolved  in 
water  and  finally  obtained  as  a  dry  powder, 
which,  when  given  intramuscularly  to  mice, 
is  found  to  be-  more  slowly  excreted  than 
sodium-penicillin. 

Nature  of  Active  Carbon.  In  a  paper 
given  before  the  American  Chemical  Society 
in  1944,  Hassler,  reviewing  research  studies 
on  activated  charcoal,  said  that  the  surface 
of  carbon  is  covered  by  a  multitude  of 
adsorptive  centres.  The  centres  he  likened 
to  tiny  hooks  that  are  able  to  "lock  up" 
certain  molecules  from  a  solution.  For 
each  of  the  "locks"  there  is  a  special  key; 
thus  one  type  of  surface  lock  holds  mole- 
cules of  carbolic  acid,  whereas  an  adjacent 
lock  may  hold  alcoholic  molecules.  The 
knowledge  gained  has  been  of  assistance  in 
suggesting  new  applications  of  activated 
carbons,  and  has  resulted  in  the  develop- 
ment of  special  types  of  active  carbon  for 
special  tasks. 


IOMPANY  CHEMISTS'  N.H.S.  MEMORANDUM 


ie  text  of  a  memorandum  which  has  been 
rwarded    by    the    Company  Chemists' 
jsociation  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  on 
subject  of  "Pharmacy  and  a  National 
ialth  Service  "  is  as  follows : — 
Corporate  bodies  statutorily  recognised 
chemists  do  not  anticipate  any  difficulty 
providing  on  their  part  such  service  as 
iy  may  be  called  upon  to  give  under  the 
proposals.    Their  record  under  the 
listing  national  health  scheme  speaks  for 
lelf  and  they  have  already  offered  full 
[-operation  with  the  Ministry  in  providing 
full    and    efficient    service    under  the 
[tended  scheme. 

[They  are,  however,  concerned  to  ensure 
|ir  and  proper  representation,  not  only  upon 
ty  consultative  body  formed  to  deal  with 
lie  new  proposals,  but  also  similar  repre- 
fntation  on  any  body  or  bodies  ultimately 
|mrged  with  the  administration  of  such 
rovisions  as  may  be  decided  upon. 
Representation  should  be  direct  and  not 
irough  the  channel  of  any  other  organisa- 
on  such  as  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
nion.  which  may  not  necessarily  have 
lentical  points  of  view.  This  should  apply 
ot  only  to  central  but  local  administration, 
nd  the  present  system  of  co-option  of 
?presentatives  of  corporate  bodies,  when 
vacancy  arises,  dependent  upon  the  good- 
ill  of  other  contractors,  is  clearly  not 
quitable. 


It  is  fully  recognised  that  the  public 
interests  are  our  interests,  and  that  the 
profit  motive  is  not  the  sole  consideration. 
To  this  end  our  organisations  are  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Ministry  to  provide  through 
our  pharmacies  the  most  efficient  service 
for  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions  and 
ancillary  services  under  efficient,  suitable 
and  competitive  conditions,  meeting  the 
maximum  needs  of  the  public  at  rates 
providing  fair  and  proper  remuneration  to 
pharmacy. 

The  existing  inherent  right  of  any  chemist, 
whether  an  individual  or  a  corporate  body, 
to  obtain  a  contract  of  national  health 
service  should  be  preserved. 

Limitation  of  Pharmacies  "Irrelevant" 

It  is  submitted  that  any  proposaMo  limit 
the  opening  of  pharmacies  is  irrelevant  to 
the  present  matters  under  consideration, 
and  any  attempt  to  discourage  competition 
in  service  is  detrimental  to  the  public 
interest. 

So  that  the  Ministry  may  be  fully 
informed,  a  copy  of  the  resolution  which 
was  submitted  by  the  Company  Chemists' 
Association  on  April  11,  1945,  to  the  self- 
constituted  Joint  Committee  on  a  National 
Pharmaceutical  Service,  is  sent  herewith.  In 
this  connexion  it  is  emphasised  that  this 
self-appointed  negotiating  committee  repre- 
sents but  a  part  of  pharmaceutical  interests. 
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A  VISIT  TO  NEUTRAL  SWEDEN 

by  Herbert  A.  Berens,  B.A:  (Cantab.) 

THREE   days   in  St. 
Andrews,    as  the 
weather  is  too  clear 
for  flying   under   the  cir- 
cumstances,    then  cloud 
cover,  and  at  about  6.30 
p.m.,  we  are  off  in  a  Dakota 
transport  aircraft — dressed 
like    mummies,  unable  to 
move,  read,  or  see  out  of 
the  plane.    At  midnight  we 
arrive  at  Stockholm,  in  crisp 
air,    with    snow    on  the 
ground — a  lovely  city  un- 
touched by  the  horrors  of 
war.  There  are  coupons  for 
everything,  yet  no  shortage 
except  possibly  of  tobacco, 
cigarettes,  tea  and,  of  course, 
coal.    Everywhere  in  Stockholm  there  is  a 
shortage  of  accommodation,  and  some  of 
the  summer  steamers  have  been  converted 
to  hotels.     At  the  "  Goldene  Frede" — a 
series   of   underground    vaults  converted 
into  a  restaurant — suddenly  the  sound  of 
young  voices  singing  English  songs  is  heard 
from  one  of  the  caves.     We  investigate, 
and  find  twenty  young  Danes,  all  of  whom 
have  committed  acts  of  sabotage  in  Den- 
mark, and  escaped  to  Sweden.  England 
means  something  to  these  people ! 


A  Model  Chemical  Works 

Sodertalje  is  the  home  of  Astra,  one  of 
the  best  laid-out  and  organised  chemical 
factories  I  have 
evervisited. 
Each  depart- 
ment has  its 
own  labora- 
tory ;  furniture 
and  fittings  in 
all  departments 
are  interchange- 
able ;  a  pilot 
plant  is  on 
the  Meccano 
system,  so  that 
any  trial  plant 
can  be  put  up 
at  short  notice ; 
and  a  labora- 
tory in  which 
products  likely  to  explode  are  manufactured 
has  its  outside  walls  fragile  and  inner 
walls  strong ;  any  explosion  would  thus 
cause  minimum  damage.  The  works  are 
air-conditioned    throughout.    The  confer-

ence  room,  of  highly  polished  Swedi 
pine,  is  unique.  In  front  of  the  speak 
press  buttons  control  shutters  and  ligl 
ing ;  from  a  transparent  pad  in  front  of  h 
formulas,  etc.,  are  automatically  reflecti 
on  to  the  wall  behind  him,  so  that  he  c 
illustrate  a  -point  without  having  to  tui 
round  away  from  the  audience.  Asl 
manufactures  many  sulphonamides,  ni< 
tinic  acid  and  its  derivatives,  testosteroi 
cestrone  preparations,  catgut,  penicill 
etc.,  and  a  wide  range  Of  specialities. 

Retail  Conditions 

The  price  at  which  specialities  in  Swed 
are  sold  to  pharmacists  is  agreed  by 
committee  of  pharmacists  and  manuf; 
turers,  the  chemists  usually  requiring 
rebate  of  anything  from  25  to  50  per  cent 
their  selling  price.  The  number  of  chemis 
shops  is  regulated  by  statute.  No  n 
pharmacies  are  permitted,  and  every  p 
prietor  is  guaranteed  a  minimum  yea] 
income  of  about  £600,  the  income  of  che 
ists  in  outlying  districts  being  made 
from  a  central  pool.  Today,  no  propriei 
of  a  pharmacy  is  entitled  to  make  a  grea 
profit  than  20,000  kroner  yearly;  ar 
thing  he  makes  over  this  sum  goes  into  t 
central  pool.  It  is  generally  accepted  tf 
Swedish  pharmacies  are  the  best  equipp 
in  the  world.  In  the  early  days  of  the  w 
there  was  an  attempt  to  institute  bi 
buying  of  chemicals  but  the  result  vi 
not  successful.  The  war  forced  Swed( 
like  other  countries,  to  become,  so  far 
possible,  self-supporting,  a  process  reflect 
in  the  chemical  industry  as  in  othe 
Although  Sweden  has  been  neutral, 
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never  known  when  she  might  be  forced 
the.  war,  and  she  has  therefore  had 
nake  her  plans  accordingly.  For  her 
rmaceutical  industry,  Sweden  has  been 
iving  fairly  regular  supplies  by  air  from 
country,  as  well  as  from  France, 
tzerland  and  Germany.  Realising  that 
tny  time  she  might  be  cut  off  from  one 
E  tiore  of  these  sources,  and  planning  to  be 
Ej  -supporting,  she  naturally  had  to 
I  fine  herself  to  the  manufacture  of  pro- 
I  ts  for  which  raw  materials  were  avail- 
I  :  in  her  own  country.  This  was  not,  of 
1  rse,    possible    with    the    majority  of 


be  thrown  into  the  Allies'  world  shipping 
pool.  In  Goteborg  I  met  Mr.  Carl  Holtman, 
the  able  head  of  A.  B.  Leo,  Helsingborg. 
Before  the  war,  Leo  was  a  branch  of  the 
Danish,  firm  of  Lowens  Kemiska  Fabrik, 
Copenhagen ;  today,  it  is  one  of  the  most 
important  pharmaceutical  manufacturing 
firms  in  Sweden.  I  visited  Helsingborg  at 
Mr.  Holtman's  invitation,  and  found 
another  factory  comparable  with  the  finest 
pharmaceutical  factories  I  have  ever 
visited.  Mr.  Holtman  is  a  Dane,  who,  like 
all  Danes,  has  suffered  terribly  through 
the  ruthlessness  of  the  Nazis.    One  day  it

From  Stock-holm  I  went  to  Goteborg, 
ef  port  of  Sweden.

Nearly  a 
llion  tons  of  shipping  lie  useless  in  the 
rbour,  waiting  for  the  time  when  they 
iy  again  sail  the  seven  seas.  I  under- 
ind  that,  so  soon  as  the  Skagerrak  is  free 
shipping,  the  bulk  of  this  tonnage  will 


may  be  possible  to  tell  the  story  of  what 
he  has  been  able  to  do  to  help  his  com- 
patriots, but  the  time  is  not  yet.  I  would 
only  say  that  on  every  door  of  every  office 
in  the  Leo  factory  there  is  a  notice  "Deut- 
chen  sind  hier  nicht  erwunscht"  (No 
Germans  wanted  here).  In  spite  of  protests 
from  the  German  ambassador  in  Stockholm, 
these  notices  remained.  Leo  is  making  a  wide 
range  of  pharmaceutical  specialities,  includ- 
ing hexobarbitone  and  other  barbiturates, 
prostigmine,  sex  hormones,  etc.  D.D.T. 
is  manufactured  by  at  least  three  firms  in 
Sweden.  Apparently. there  is  no  such  thins; 
as  a  "use"  patent  in  the  country,  and 
therefore  the  Geigy  patent  position  does 
not  operate. 

It  is  strange  to  look  from  Helsingborg 
across  the  3^-  miles  of  sea  to  Elsinore  in  Den- 
mark, where  long  ago  the  tragedy  of  Hamlet 
was  set.  When  the  Nazis  were  in  occupation, 
small  boats  plyed  nightly  to  and  fro  between 
Denmark  and  the  South  Swedish  coast,  and 
all  Danes  who  escaped  (and  they  were  not 
helped  to  escape  until  they  had  committed 
acts  of  sabotage)  were,  trained,  like  those 
who  escaped  from  Norway,  officially  as 
"policemen." 
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Conditions  Favour  Inter-trade 

During  my  life  I  have  made  many  busi- 
ness trips  to  many  countries,  but  I  do  not 
remember  having  made  a  trip  where  I  was 
so  hospitably  received  as  I  was  in  Sweden. 
I  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  my 
many  friends  there  for  a  most  friendly 
reception.  The  Swedes  are  famous  for 
their  hospitality,  but  on  this  occasion, 
perhaps  because  I  was  the  first  person 
from  the  British  chemical  trade  to  visit  the 
country  since  the  outbreak  of  war,  there 
was  an  added  warmth  in  their  greetings.

A  PHARMACIST  ABROAD 


The  writer,  a  pharmacist  before  1914,  has 
had  many  years  "on  His  Majesty's  ser- 
vice" in  India,  Egypt,  Mesopotamia  and 
Palestine,  first  as  a  soldier  and  later  as  a 
sailor.  Subsequently  he  was  a  chemist 
engineer  with  an  Australian  company,  for 
which  he  supervised  contracts  in  nearly  all 
the  States  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  some 
of  the  mandated  territories  in  the  Pacific, 
before  returning  home  to  this  country. 
Deciding  that  pharmacy  in  Britain  had 
little  to  offer  to  an  adventurous  spirit,  he 
went  East  again  and  travelled  round  the 
world,  gaining  experience  and  seeking 
adventure.  As  a  wireless  officer  he  had 
ample  time  to  study,  a  life  full  of  interest, 
and  a  salary  higher,  possibly,  than  he  would 
have  earned  as  a  pharmacist.  Naturally 
interested  in  the  lives  of  pharmacists  in 
other  countries,  he  sends  us  the  following 
comments  on  some  of  the  places  he  visited. 

In  Hong  Kong -there  were  many  well- 
stocked  and  well-run  pharmacies,  usually 
owned  or  managed  by  British,  American, 
French  or  German  pharmacists.  All  the 
managers  seemed  prosperous  and  efficient 
business  men,  without  being  any  the  less 
professional  on  that  account,  and  it  was 
clear  that  all  were  on  the  same  social  footing 
as  the  doctors.  Managers  appeared  to  earn 
good  salaries,  and  were  able  to  take  long 


holidays  in  Australia,-  New  Zealand,  il 
or  .  even  at  home.  British  and  Amerl 
chemists  seemed  to  be  in  the  majority I 
all  were  of  a  fine  type,  equal  to  the  bel 
this  country.  In  Singapore,  Canton,  Tj 
and  Osaka,  the  same  types  of  British  pi 
macists  were  in  those  days  (1920-28)  tl 
met,  as  well  as  in  Colombo,  Bombay,  Mai 
and  Calcutta.  The  conditions  under  wl 
pharmacists  work  in  these  territories,  11 
social  standing  and  salaries,  are  on  a  hil 
level  than  would  be  their  lot  at  home.

Pharmacists  who  have  had 
to  give  up  a  good  salary,  and  in  many 
instances  a  good  business,  to  join  the 
Services,  are  justly  annoyed  at  having  to 
perform  menial  tasks  which  could  be 
readily  carried  out  by  uneducated  youths. 
I  have  spoken  to  pharmacists  who  declare 
that  they  will  never  return  to  a  country 
which  fails  to  recognise  their  true  worth.

Some  Resolutions  and 
Their  Fate

All  retiring 
nbers  were  returned,  and  the  order  of 
ing  was  in  accordance  with  knowledge- 
3  forecasts,  based  on  what  was  known 
he  relative  popularity  of  the  candidates. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  clear  that  there  is  at 
same  time  an  undercurrent  of  criticism 
I  opposition  that  is  by  no  means  to  be 
ored.  Two  of  the  candidates  who  were 
successful  last  year  put  up  their  vote  on 
3  occasion  to  nearly  double,  and  a  new- 
ler  leapt  at  once  to  second  place  among 
runners-up.  The  first  two  amongst  the 
successful  were  both  strongly  critical,  in 
ir  election  addresses,  of  the  attitude  of 
Council  towards  the   Joint  Pharma- 
tical  Committee.    Mr.  Granville  Shaw- 
ted :   "The  present  situation  has  given 
Pharmaceutical  Council  a  rare  chance 


to  achieve,  through  the  Joint  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee,  a  unity  of  purpose  and  a 
spirit  of  friendly  co-operation  among  phar- 
macists. For  some  obscure  reason  the 
opportunity  is  being  wasted,  and  our  future 
pathway  strewn  with  seeds  of  discord."  Mr. 
Currie,  whose  address  could  well  be  taken 
as  a  model  for  point  and  brevity  by  other 
aspirants  to  pharmaceutical  honours,  wrote  : 
"One  of  the  major  problems  facing  phar- 
macy is  its  inability  to  speak  with  a  united 
voice.  .  .  .  For  this,  much  blame  must  be 
apportioned  to  the  Council."  Highest 
amongst  candidates  standing  specifically  as 
an  employee  was  Mr.  John  Gilmour,  who, 
it  is  to  be  noted,  stood  frankly  as  a  repre- 
sentative of  one  of  the  trade  unions  affiliated 
to  the  Trades  Union  Congress.  No  dpubt  a 
large  number  of  his  votes  was  obtained  from 
employee  pharmacists,  though  there  is  a 
possibility  that  some  of  the  Lancashire 
votes  went  his  way.  Of  the  two  Manchester 
candidates,  one  gained  nothing  over  last 
year's  figure,  and  the  other  a  few  hundred, 
and  the  moral  appears  to  be  for  Manchester 
to  close  its  own  ranks  before  seeking  the 
confidence  of  the  remainder  of  the  country. 

Motions  at  Annual  Meeting 

The  same  upsurge  of  criticism  was  evi- 
denced at  the  Society's  annual  meeting,  in 
the  exceptionally  large  number  of  motions 
put  forward  by  private  members.  The 
principal  motions  concerned  the  point 
whether  resolutions  passed  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society  are  binding  on  the 
Council;  territorial  representation;  and 
revision  of  the  charter  to  provide  protection 
for  non-proprietor  pharmacists.  Mr.  Atkin- 
son's sweeping  resolution,  that  would  have 
made  legally  binding  on  the  Council  all 
motions  passed  at  the  annual  meeting,  was 
not  given  much  encouragement,  yet  a 
resolution  moved  by  Mr.  Varley — that 
might  be  summarised  as  "act  or  give 
reasons" — was  carried  by  the  easy  majority 
of  twenty-eight  votes  to  six.  It  is  not 
without  significance  that  Mr.  Varley  had 
previously  circulated  his  resolution  to  other 
branches  of  the  Society,  and  had  secured 
the  agreement  of  fifty-nine  out  of  sixty- 
seven  replies  received.  The  wording  of  his 
resolution  was  moderate ;  it  recognised 
that  the  Council  might  be  in  possession  of 
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information  denied  to  members,  and  merely 
asked  that  resolutions  should  not  be  flouted 
without  explanation. 

Opinion  was  about  equally  divided  on 
the'  question  of  territorial  representation, 
and  it  is  clear  that  this  is  not  at  the  present 
time  the  front  rank  issue  that  it  might  have 
been  considered  to  be  a  few  months  ago. 
The  point  made  by  a  member  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  Executive 
that  the  territorial  method  had  been  found 
by  that  body  to  be  not  without  defects,  no 
doubt  influenced  some  of  those  present. 
Finally,  Mr.  G.  H.  Armitage  touched  on 
one  of  the  weaknesses  in  the  Society's 
Charter,  which  the  passage  of  time  has 
brought  to  light,  in  moving  a  resolution 
the  purpose  of  which  was  to  extend  to  non- 
proprietor  pharmacists  the  "protection  to 
those  who  carry  on  the  business  of  chemists 
and  druggists,"  specified  in  the  Charter  as 
one  of  the  purposes  of  the  Society,  or  alter- 
natively to  delete  any  reference  in  the 
Charter  to  "protection."  Although  the 
motion  was  withdrawn,  it  may  be  said  to 
have  been  partially  successful,  since  the 
president  gave  an  undertaking  that  it  would 
come  before  a  Branch  Representatives' 
meeting,  not  necessarily  in  the  current  year. 

In  recent  times,  criticism  of  the  Council 
has  been  crystallising  on  certain  issues — 
despite  the  indications  that  there  is  always 
a  solid  phalanx  of  support  to  members  who 
have  once  been  successful  enough  to  achieve 
Council  rank.  That  the  Council  has  been 
perturbed  by,  or  at  least  cognisant  of,  this 
feeling  was  shown  by  the  president's  state- 
ment, made  before  the  resolutions  were 
moved,  that  the  Society  was  recognised  by 
the  Council  to  be  outgrowing  its  constitu- 
tion. He  suggested  that  the  present  was 
hardly  the  best  time  for  an  examination 
of  the  constitution  with  a  view  to  its  being 
modernised,  but  threw  out  a  hint  that,  so 
soon  as  it  was  known  what  the  administra- 
tive machinery  for  the  new  National  Health 
Service  would  be,  a  thorough  re-examination 
of  the  Charter  would  be  carried  out  and 
suggestions  for  changes  made.  Much  is 
likely  to  happen  in  the  next  twelve  months 
to  demonstrate  how  correct  the  president 
is  in  this  estimate  of  the  position,  and  to 
provide  the  occasion  for  the  changes 
recognised  as  necessary.

There  has  never  been  any  real  objection 
to  the  formation  of  a  Federation  represent- 
ing the  whole  of  the  toilet  preparations  and 
perfumery  industry,  but  some  sections  have 
not  been  in  agreement  with  the  machinery 
proposed  for  bringing  the  Federation  into 
being.  Now  that  complete  agreement  has 
been  reached,  the  industry  can  look  forward 
with  confidence  to  a  period  of  united  action 
for  the  welfare  of  all  its  members.  The 
Federation  is  fortunate,  we  think,  in  being 
able  to  call  on  the  services  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Brazilian  Ipecacuanha  Exports 

Considerable  interest  has  been  aroused 
in  drug  trade  circles  by  a  report  that  the 
Brazilian  Government  proposes  to  restrict 
the  export  of  the  1945  crop  of  ipecacuanha 
root  to  25  per  cent,  to  Great  Britain  and 
25  per  cent,  to  the  United  States,  retaining 
the  remaining  50  per  cent,  for  the  home 
manufacture  of  emetine.  In  order  to 
qualify  for  export  quotas,  however,  the 
British  and  United  States  organisations 
must  undertake  to  purchase  available 
supplies  of  emetine  from  Brazil  at  an  agreed 
price  based  on  the  price  of  ipecacuanha 
from  Matto  Grosso.  Export  of  ipecacuanha 
root  is  prohibited  entirely  as  from  1946, 
so  that  the  drug  may  be  utilised  in  Brazilian 
national  industries. 

It  is  difficult  to  suggest  any  rejoinder 
to  this  extreme  example  of  economic  nation- 
alism, a  policy  likely  to  be  increasingly 
adopted  as  a  result  of  conditions  created  by 
the  war.  Ipecacuanha  has  been  imported  into 
Great  Britain  for  very  many  years,  prin- 
cipally for  the  manufacture  of  the  alkaloid 
emetine,  which  is  now  apparently  to  be 
made  exclusively  in  Brazil.  Nicaraguan 
ipecacuanha  contains  considerably  less 
emetine  than,  the  Brazilian  variety  and 
Johore  ipecacuanha,  cultivated  in  the 
Federated  Malay  States,  though  it  closely 
resembles  the  Brazilian,  is  not  at  present 
available.  The  latest  developments  give 
point  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
Therapeutic  Requirements  Committee  of 
the  Medical  Research  Council,  early  in  the 
war,  that  the  production  of  ipecacuanha 
within  the  territories  of  the  Empire  should 
be  encouraged.

The  104th  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  was  held  in  London  on 
May  16,  the  president  (Mr.  F.  G.  Wells) 
in  the  chair.  The  President  welcomed 
members,  especially  those  from  Scotland, 
among  whom  was  the  chairman  of  the 
North  British  Branch  of  the  Society. 

Praise  for  Forces'  Pharmacists 

After  the  secretary  had  read  the  notice 
convening  the  meeting,  the  President 
moved  adoption  of  the  annual  report  and 
financial  statement.  He  proposed  to  be 
brief,  but  said  he  must  refer  to  the  5,000 
members  in  the  Forces,  of  whom  they 
thought  with  gratitude  and  pride  for  the 
contribution  they  had  made  to  victory.  He 
hoped  those  fighting  in  the  Far  East  might 
speedily  find  their  task  completed,  and  have" 
a  safe  return,  and  he  welcomed  home 
pharmacist  prisohers-of-war  repatriated 
from  Germany,  with  whom  the  Society 
had  maintained  as  much  contact  as  possible, 
and  whom  it  had  been  possible  to  help  from 
the  War  Aid  Fund.  Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal 
formally  seconded  adoption  of  the  report. 

Mr.  Ross-Mansell  asked  why  the 
income  of  the  "Pharmaceutical  Journal" 
was  not  shown,  but  only  a  net  figure. 
— The  Secretary  said  that,  of  course,  the 
income  represented  income  from  adver- 
tisements. Publication  of  the  "Journal" 
was  a  commercial  activity,  and  the  infor- 
mation was  not  given,  not  to  withhold  such 
information  from  members  of  the  Society, 
but  because  they  did  not  desire  to  give  it 
to  other  papers  operating  in  the  same 
field. — Mr.  Ross-Mansell  asked  what 
proportion  of  the  subscription  fee  of  £2 
was  allotted  for  purposes  of  the  "Journal," 
and  the  Secretary  replied  that,  as  war- 
time figures  were  not  of  much  value,  he 
would  quote  the  pre-war  figure,  which  was 
approximately  10s.  6d. 

Mr.  W.  Atkinson  said  he  was  extremely 
unhappy  about  the  loss  on  the  College, 
and  would  like  to  see  a  non-Council  inquiry 
into  the  running  of  the  College. 

The  report  and  financial  statement  were 
then  agreed  to. 

As  there  were  only  five  nominations  for 
auditors  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  Presi- 
dent declared  them  elected  as  follows : 
Messrs.  C.  A.  Hill  and  J.  S.  Hills,  Sir  Harry 
Hague,  Messrs.  H.  Jephcott  and  E.  A. 
Umney. 

The  President  said  that  before  dis- 
cussion, of  the  motions  opened  he  wanted 
to  make  a  statement.

knew  what  the  administrative  machine 
for  the  new  National  Health  Service  wot 
be,  it  was  the  feeling  of  the  Council  t: 
there  ought  to  be  a  thorough  examinati 
of  the  Charter,  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  a 
the  by-laws  to  see  what  changes  needed 
be  made.  He  had  made  that  statement  r 
to  anticipate  the  debate,  but  to  let  membt 
know  that  the  Council  appreciated,  ji 
as  much  as  they  did,  that  the  time  m 
coming  when  the  whole  constitution  woi 
have  to  be  reviewed. 

Only  Two  Votes  for  a  Resolution 

Mr.  J.  Ross-Mansell  then  moved:— 

That  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
annual  membership  fee  should  be  reduced

His  case  for  the  motion  was  that  t 
"Pharmaceutical  Journal"  defied  all  jou: 
alistic  economics  by  suffering  a  financj 
loss,  that  members  of  the  Society  wi 
given  no  opportunity  of  saying  whetl 
they  wished  to  receive  it  or  not,  and  rece 
was  apparently  one  of  the  penalties 
compulsory  membership  of  the  Socie 
Thirdly,  the  policy  of  the  "Journal"  v 
not  in  the  interests  of  the  members,  a 
could  be  used  to  the  detriment  of  memb 
whose  opinions  or  activities  did  not  m 
with  the  approval  of  the  editorial  mana 
ment.  He  had  had  nearly  twenty  ye^ 
experience  of  journalism  and  publicity,  a 
knew  that,  with  the  "  Journal's^"  circulate 
it  should  show  a  handsome  profit,  assum 
that,  of  the  £2  annual  fee,  not  a  shill: 
was  diverted  for  the  publication.  In 
opinion  the  "Journal"  was  amateurisl 
produced.  It'  was  a  jumble  of  matei 
most  of  which  was  not  of  the  slight 
interest  to  practising  pharmacists,  and 
the  opinion  of  journalist  friends  of  his,  m< 
able  to  judge,  the  production  was  rm 
unattractive.  He  felt  the  fundamen 
principle  of  any  publication  was  the  ri^ 
of  the  reader  to  decide  whether  he  shoi 
receive  it. — Mr.  G.  H.  Armitage  forma 
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b  nded  the  motion,  which  was  lost,  only 
t    members  voting  in  favour  of  it. 
M  r.  W.  Atkinson  moved: — 

That  in  the  opinion  of  this  annual  general

Ir.  Tuppett  asked  if  it  was  intended  by

Ir.  Franks,  Torquay,  opposed  the 
fcion.

showed  a  lack  of  confidence  in  their 
incillors. 

Tie  Secretary  said  they  were  really 
cussing  who  was  the  Executive  body 
hin  the  Society.  He  did  not  see  how 
inch  Representatives'  meetings  and  the 
mal  meeting  could  be  executive  bodies. 
3oth  the  amendment  and  the  motion 
re  lost. 

Ur.  P.  Varley  moved  : — 

That  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  all 
esolutions  passed  at  Branch  or  Branch 
Representatives'  meetings  should  be  acted 
lpon  by  the  Council  forthwith,  except  where 
t  is  not  considered  possible  to  do  so  for 
wlitical  or  other  reasons,  when  such  reasons 
ihould  be  published  in  the  "Journal"  after 
:he  next  Council  meeting,  and  or  a  report 
ssued  to  the  meeting  concerned  of  the  find- 
ings of  the  Council,  together  with  the  names 
n  the  councillors  for  or  against  the  resolution. 


He  said  there  were  few  branches'  properly 
functioning  in  the  country,  and  out  of 
sixty-seven  replies  he  had  had  from  those 
he  had  written  to,  he  had  had  fifty-nine 
agree  with  him  on  the  motion.  Members 
wanted  to  be  better  informed  of  what 
happened  to  their  resolutions,  to  let  the 
men  who  were  trying  to  keep  pharmacy 
alive  outside  the  Council  know  what  was 
happening  within.  He  thought  it  was  only 
fair  they  should  know  what  went  on  in  the 
Council  discussions.  He  only  knew  three 
Councillors,  and  very  few  members  knew 
more  than  three  or  four  when  they  voted 
for  the  new  Council,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  they  did  not  know  if  their  Councillors 
had  done  well  or  not,  because  they  did  not 
know  who  spoke  on  the  Council.  Mr.  Lowe, 
Blackpool,  seconded  the  motion,  and  Mr. 
Evans,  Peterborough,  strongly  supported. 
•  The  motion  was  carried,  twenty-eight 
voting  for  and  six  against. 

Reports  of  Council  Members'  Speeches 

Mr.  Varley  then  moved: — 

That  the  "Journal"  should  publish  a 
report  of  the  addresses  made  by  Council 
speakers  at  branch  meetings,  and  such  reports 
of  meetings  as  are  of  interest  to  the  general 
body  of  retail  pharmacists,  abbreviating 
scientific  papers,  if  necessary,  for  that  purpose. 

He  said  that  sixty-one  out  of  sixty-seven 
branches  had  agreed  with  that  resolution. 
He  realised  how  little  in  common  the 
"Journal"  had  with  the  ordinary  member. 
Less  than  9  per  cent,  of  the  average  busi- 
ness in  pharmacy  was  done  in  dispensing. 
Was  only  9  per  cent,  of  the  "Journal" 
devoted  to  scientific  matters  ?  He  did  not 
say  scientific  notes  should  be  cut  out,  but 
they  were  asking  for  more  space  for  branch 
reports  and  other  matters  of  general 
interest  to  pharmacists.  Mr.  French 
seconded.  He  said  it  always  seemed  to  him 
futile,  when  pharmacy  was  struggling  for 
its  very  existence,  to  read  in  the  "Journal" 
something  which  the  average  pharmacist 
never  wanted.  "The  next  two  years  will 
probably  determine  the  course  of  pharmacy 
for  a  generation,"  said  Mr.  French,  "and 
all  the  'Journal'  worries  about  is  to  pour 
out  abstract  stuff  which  is  no  use  to  99  per 
cent,  of  the  people."  He  was  all  for  the 
scientific  matter  in  its  place,  but  did  not 
want  scientific  members  helped  along  at 
the  expense  of  their  own  everyday  business. 

Mr.  Ross-Mansell  said  he  did  not 
think  emphasis  had  been  laid  where  it 
should  have  been,  and  that  was  on  the 
reports  of  the  Council  meetings.  For  some 
reason  he  did  not  quite  understand  why, 
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at  a  certain  stage  during  the  proceedings, 
Press  representatives  from  other  papers 
were  ordered  out,  so  that,  of  what  took 
place  during  the  interval,  members  had  not 
the  least  knowledge,  and  what  he  would 
like  to  see  was  a  verbatim  report  of  the 
Council  meetings  not  only  available  in 
the  "Pharmaceutical  Journal"  but  also 
available  in  other  journals  of  the  trade. 

The  President  :  I  am  sure  it  would  be 
most  interesting. 

The  Secretary  explained  that  the 
reports  of  the  Law  and  Publications  Com- 
mittees were  dealt  with  after  the  Press 
left,,  because  the  former  decided  whether 
or  not  to  prosecute  for  certain  offences, 
and  the  latter  was  confidential  for  the  rea- 
sons he  had  already  given.  He  thought 
that,  at  the  present  time,  when  they  were 
trying  to  bring  home  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  the  importance  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical service,  it  would  do  more  harm 
than  good  to  refer  to  cutting  down  scientific 
papers,  and  he  urged  members  to  be  cau- 
tious in  suggesting  that  pharmacists  were 
not  interested  in  scientific  matters. 

The  motion  was  lost,  twenty-two  voting 
for  and  twenty-three  against. 

Territorial  Representation 

Mr.  Varley  then  moved  : — 

That  before  the  1946  election  of  Councillors, 
a  scheme  should  be  worked  out  for  area 
representation. 

He  said  that  the  British  people  had  had 
a  Government  in  their  country  which  for 
over  100  years  had  not  altered  its  method 
of  representation,  and  what  was  good 
enough  for  the  Government  could  be 
applicable  to  them.  A  proportionate  num- 
ber of  active  employers  and  employees 
(and  not  retired  manufacturers  and  pro- 
fessors) should  represent  them — men  who 
could  appreciate  the  problems  the  average 
pharmacist  was  faced  with  at  the  present 
time. — Mr.  Lowe,  Blackpool,  seconded, 
and  Mr.  Howes  said  his  branch  was  defi- 
nitely in  favour  of  territorial  representation. 

The  Secretary  said  it  did  not  necessarily 
follow  that,  because  they  restricted  the  area 
from  which  they  could  draw  their  men,  they 
might  not  be  keeping  a  good  man  out  by 
the  accident  of  territorial  representation, 
and  they  might  get  men  from  another  area 
who  were  poor  representatives,  and  be 
forced  to  take  them  because  nobody  better 
had  come  along. 

Mr.  Phillips,  Manchester,  asked  if  it 
was  not  more  important  that  they  should 
have  sectional  rather  than  territorial  inter- 
ests. 


Mr.  Franks,  Torquay,  said  the  crux 
the  matter  was  the  apathy  of  the  aver, 
member  of  the  Society,  which  he  thoug 
under  present  conditions,  would  contin 
Territorial  representation  was  needed 
get  back  to  an  interesting  Society.

The  committee  of  the  Federation  would  be 
the  voice  of  the  industry,  but  if  the  authori- 
ties desired  to  maintain  a  smaller  separate 
body,  then  the  Federation's  views  on  the 
personnel  of  such  a  body  should  be  requested 
by  the  authorities. 

Affiliation  to  London  Chamber  of  Commerce 

The  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  had 
served  the  industry  loyally  and  well  for 
over  fifty  years.  If  the  Federation  desired 
to  affiliate  itself  to  the  Chamber,  it  could  do 
so.  It  would  then  secure  a  seat  on  the 
Council  of  the  Chamber  with  the  right  to 
ask  for  the  influential  support  of  the 
Chamber,  without  in  any  way  interfering 
with  the  autonomy  of  the  Federation.  He 
believed  it  was  generally  agreed  that  the 
Chamber  could  provide  them  with  excellent 
secretarial  services,  particularly  Mr.  Middle- 
miss,  whose  knowledge  of  the  trade  was 
unrivalled.  The  new  organisation,  however, 
would  be  an  entirely  autonomous  body,  a 
company  limited  by  guarantee,  with  its 
own  directors,  its  own  official  secretary, 
collecting  its  own  subscriptions,  controlling 
its  own  finance  and  conducting  its  own 
affairs,  and  if  considered  necessary  supple- 
menting the  Chamber's  services  with  its 
own  special  staff.  The  Chamber  would 
simply  provide  accommodation,  secretarial 
staff  to  work  under  the  direction  of  the 
Federation's  officials,  in  return  for  an  agreed 
annual  fee.  There  would  be  no  obligation 
on  the  Federation's  members  to  be  also 
members  of  the  Chamber.  It  was  proposed 
that  the  ordinary  rate  of  subscription  should 
be  ten  guineas  annually,  but  that  smaller 
firms  who  were  willing  to  disclose  in  confid- 
ence to  the  secretary  that  they  were  small 
firms  should  be  allowed  to  subscribe  at  the 
rate  of  two  guineas.  There  had  been  some 
criticism  that  membership  was'  to  be  con- 
fined to  manufacturers  and  proprietary 
brand  owners,  and  that  raw  material 
suppliers  were  to  be  excluded.  That  was  a 
matter  which  could  be  reconsidered  later, 
but  there  had  been  a  strong  majority  feeling 
that,  at  the  outset  at  least,  the  Federation 
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should  be  limited  to  actual  members  of 
their  own  industry.  It  was,  however,  sug- 
gested that  the  creation  of  some  form  of 
associate  membership  without  voting  rights 
might  prove  valuable,  and,  therefore,  that 
possibility  should  be  catered  for  in  drafting 
the  constitution. 

Position  of  the  "  Small  "  Man 

At  one  time,  said  Mr.  Matchan,  they  had 
the  bogy  of  the  octopus — the  "big  combine " 
traders,  the  "vested  interests"  who  were 
supposed  to  be  exercising  a  stranglehold  for 
their  own  ends.  This  myth  had  been 
shattered ;  they  had  seen  that  these  large 
groups  were,  in  fact,  the  most  unselfish 
of  all.  They  now  had  that  hardy  annual  of 
inadequate  representation  of  the  "small 
man."  He  felt  there  was  equally  a  lot  of 
misconception  here..  The  overwhelming 
voting  strength  of  the  organisation  they 
proposed — where  every  member,  large  or 
small,  had  one  vote — was  in  the  hands  of 
the  smaller  members ;  if  they  were  in- 
adequately represented  it  was  through 
their  own  neglect.  There  were  no  seats 
specially  reserved  for  the  big  manufacturer 
and  the  small  men  could  easily  use  their 
voting  majority  to  elect,  a  committee  con- 
sisting 100  per  cent,  of  small  men  if  they 
wanted  to.  Various  proposals  had  been 
made  for  the  classification  of  the  small  men 
so  that  they  could  elect  their  own  repre- 
sentatives from  their  own  number,  but  they 
had  had  an  indication  that  such  firms  did 
not  like  being  segregated  from  the  rest  and 
labelled  as  small  men.  The  suggestion  was 
made  by  some  small  men  themselves  that, 
whilst  two  seats  on  the  Committee  should 
be  reserved  for  members  who  would  look 
after  the  interests  of  small  men,  such 
members  need  not  necessarily  be.  small 
men  themselves  and  should  be  elected  by 
the  general  body,  not  only  by  the  small  men. 
This  suggestion  was  made  against  the  advice 
of  the  original  drafting  committee  and  he 
thought  it  should  be  reconsidered.  There 
appeared  also  to  be  a  feeling  that  there 
should  be  greater  numerical  representation. 
If  this  was  the  wish  of  that  meeting  and  if 
it  would  achieve  unanimity  then  he  said 
that  it  could,  and  should,  be  done. 

Resolutions  All  Carried 

The  following  resolutions  were  then  put 
to  the  meeting  : —

The  usual  holiday  lull,  coupled  with  a 
paucity  of  supplies  of  many  commodities, 
reduced  business  to  a  low  level  during  the 
few  days  on  which  the  markets  were  open. 
Most  of  the  orders  have  been  for  small 
parcels  needed  to  meet  immediate  require- 
ments, and  no  important  price  changes  have 
been  announced.  In  Pharmaceutical 
Chemicals,  conditions  have  been  quiet, 
with  makers'  schedules  unchanged.
